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imODUCTION 


This  report  presents  information  on  liO  medical  colleges  (l-hsueh- 
yuanj  6829/1331/7108)  and  9  civilian  and  military  medical  universities 
(i-k'o  ta-hsueh,  6829/Wt30/ll29/l33l)  and  their  affiliated  hospitals  in 
Cbamunist  China>  as  revealed  in  some  Chinese  Comounlst  newspapers  and 
periodicals  puhllshed  In  the  period  September  1^1-March  19o3>  Also 
mentioned  in  the  literature  of  this  period  but  not  covered  in  this  report 
were  about  1^  colleges  In  Chinese  traditional  medicine,  3  sanitation  schools, 

2'  special  schools  of  medicine,  one  pharmacy  college,  and  various  refresher 
training  and  sparetime  medical  colleges.  ' 

nie  preponderance  of  information  related  to  surgery  is  largely  due  to 
the  avllabillty  of  17  issues  of  a  monthly  Journal  of  surgery  as  against 
none  of  any  other  medical  specialty. 

Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  the  terms  "department"  and  "teaching  and 
research  section"  are  used  consistently  in  this  report  to  render  the  Chinese 
expressions  "hsi  (4762)"  and  "chlao-yen-tsu  (2403/ 4282/ 4809>"  respectively, 
used  to  designate  divisions  of  Instruction  in  higher  schools.  Hie  Russian 
equivalent  of  these  Chinese  terms  are  "facul'tet"  and  "kafedra,"  respectively, 
according  to  a  Russian- Chinese  lexicon  of  pedigogic  terms,  which  was  published 
in  Peiping  In  19?^*  Bnglish-language  sources  In  Peiping  usually  translate 
both  as  "department."  Units  of  clinical  senrlce  are  herelh  translated  literally 
without  the  usual  interpolation  bf  the  word  "department"  so  as  to  eliminate 
confusion  with  the  division  of  instruction.  Thus,  the  biographic  information 
"S' UNO  Fan-hu,  in  Plastic  Surgery,  First  Hospital  of  ..."  means  that  the 
personality  is  an  associate  in  the  unit  of  clinical  service  called  "Plastic 
Surgery"  at  said  hospital. 

Dated  codes  in  parentheses  refer  to  the  particular  Issues  of  the  principal 
sources  listed  below.  Issues  beyond  the  above-stated  date  span  are  cited 
twice  in  support  of  important  background  Information.

4.  CHmANG  MEDICAL  UNIVERSITY 

A  major  source  of  information  on  Cheldang  Medical  University  is  Che- 
chiana  I"hsueh  (Cheldang  Medicine),  a  monthly  Journal  Issued  Jointly  by 
the  university  and  the  Chekiang  Provincial  Academy  of  Medical  Sciences. 

The  Volume  2,  No  11-12,  19^1,  issue,  %Moh  carries  a  cumulative  table  of 
contents  for  the  entire  volume,  reveals  that  the  university  has  a  College 
of  Chinese  Traditional  Medicine  and  at  least  four  subsidiary  medical  service 
organizations:  the  First  and  Second  Hospitals  of  Cheklai^  Medical  University, 
the  Chinese  Traditional  Medicine  Hospital,  and  the  Children' s  Health  Center 
(Erh-t'ung  Pao-ohien-yuan  0248/ 4547/ 0202/ O256/7IO8).  Divisions  of  instruction 
mentioned  Include  a  Department  of  Medicine  and  teaching  and  research  sections 
in  basic  internal  medicine,  gynecology  and  obsti'etrics.  Internal  medicine, 
microbiology,  ophthalmology,  patho-anatomy,  pharmacology,  physiology,  bio¬ 
chemistry,  Infectious  diseases,  basic  surgery,  and  radiology.

6.  CHINA  MEDICAL  UNIVERSITY 

China  Medical  University  (scaietimes  referred  to  as  China  Medical  College 
in  English-language  sources  frcsn  China)  was  founded  in  Peiping  in  1959  on 
the  basis  of  the  former  China  Union  Medical  College.  HUANG  Chia-ssu 
(7806/1367/7475)  )president  of  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Medical  Sciences)  v&b 
appointed  president  (B-6  Sep  6o).  In  March  I962,  the  State  Council 
appointed  CHANG  Hslao-ch’ien  (1728/1321/7505)  vice-president  of  the  university 
(A-5  Apr  62),  probably  to  share  the  office  -with  septuagenary  vice-president 
HDU  Pao-chang  (0186/ 1405/3864),  -who  is  also  a  researcher  and  professor  of 
pathology.  (A-23  Jun  62) 
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The  university  offers  an  8-year  program  of  higher  meiical  education. 
However^  in  1962  there  was  no  class  hi^er  than  the  6th-year  class.  Most 
of  the  prominent  teachers  are  experts  in  their  fields  and  affiliated  with 
the  Chinese  Academy  of  Medical  Sciences  and/or  its  suhsidiary  hospital. 

Belting  Union  Hospital  (A-3  Jun  62).  (When  they  contribute  articles  to 
medical  Journals,  they  jrohably  identify  themselves  with  the  academy  or 
the  hospital,  a  possible  explanation  of  the  paucity  of  medical  papers  by 
persons  Identified  with  China  Medical  Universlly. )  Of  the  5,000  women 
teaching  in  colleges  and  universities  in  Bsiplng,  more  than  20  are  professors 
and  associate  professors  teaching  Important  courses  at  China  Medical  Uni¬ 
versity  and  at  Peking  Union  Hospital.  (A-6  Mar  62) 

The  university  uses  the  facilities  of  Peking  Union  Hospital  for  eiinigai 
Instruction  and  practical  training.  In  ^une  19^2,  severnty  6th-year  students 
had  Just  completed  7  months  of  clinical  training  there.  Among  them,  22-year- 
old  coed  HSU  Wen-hua  ( 1776/ 3306/ 5^^78)  and  LI  P'u  (2623/3877),  another  coed, 
were  cited  for  outstanding  achievements  in  surgery  by  ftrof  TSENG  Hslen-chlu 
(2582/2009/0046),  a  supervisor  of  clinical  training  and  chief  of  surgery 
at  fteking  Union  Hospital.

The  undergraduate  program,  at  least  for  returned  overseas  Chinese 
students  In  the  Department  of  Medicine,  Is  5  years.  During  the  fifth 
year,  the  students  serve  as  internes.  During  the  fourth  year,  they  talce 
ten  foundation  courses  In  surgery,  pediatrics,  ophthalomolgy,  gynecology 
and  obstetrics,  etc.  By  the  time  they  are  g  raudated,  they  have  finished 
the  entire  [undergraduate]  curriculum  In  Uastern  medicine  and  have  also 
learned  some  Chinese  traditional  medicine.  They  know  how  to  diagnose  and 
treat  over  3OO  different  dlaeaBea  and  have  mastered  the  operative  prooed- 
Tires  for  herniotomy,  appendectomy,  and  acupunoture-moxlbustlon.  (C-20  Aug  62) 

Of  28  returned  overseas  Chinese  who  were  graduated  In  1962  from  the 
college's  Department  of  Medicine  and  were  being  assigned  to  work  (p;.'esumedly

As  reported  In  February  I963#  ten  research  students  who 
enrolled  In  1959  "recently"  finished  their  graduate  work  under  the  direction 
of  appointed  mentors  and  satisfactorily  defended  their  dissertations  In  oral 
examinations.  They  comprised  the  third  group  of  research  students  to  be 
graduated  from  this  college  and  brought  the  total  number  who  have  completed 
graduate  work  there  to  36.

Shanghai  First  Medical  College  has  a  program  of  postgraduate 
education.  Twenty  reseeurch  students  W8z«  admitted  in  1959  to  pursue 
graduate  studies  each  under  the  guidance  of  one  of  six  professors 
designated  as  mentors.  In  1962,  sifter  3  years  of  study,  each  graduate 
student  had  acquired  a  good  foundation  in  the  haslc  sciences  related 
to  his  specialty  as  well  as  professional  knowledge  of  It.  He  knew  the 
modern  scientific  achievements  in  the  discipline  which  he  had  been 
studying  Intensi'vedy  for  3  years.  He  had  mastered  two  foreign  languages 
and  had  developed  the  ability  to  conduct  scientific  research  and  to 
teach. 

Having  passed  examinations  on  the  courses  of  study  they  were  re¬ 
quired  to  take,  the  graduate  students  were  called  upon  to  defend  their 
theses  in  oral  examinations.  This  was  after  the  dissertations  had 
■been  reviewed  by  e:tperts  and  professors,  some  not  affiliated  with 
Shanghai  First  Medical  College. 

YAO  T'ai  (1202/3141),  graduate  student  of  physiology,  was  the 
first  of  the  group  to  tal»  the  oral  examination  in  defense  of  his 
thesis,  "Kespiratory  Rhythm  of  Action  Potential  of  Cervical  Sympathetic 
Tinsik  in  a  Rabbit."

Three  hospitals  in  Shanghai  are  identified  in  the  sources  surveyed 
as  subsidiaiy  hospitals:  Chung  Shan  Hospital;  the  Shanghai  Tiasor  Hos¬ 
pital  (sometimes  called  the  Cancer  Hospital  in  English- langtiage  sources), 
and  the  First  Hospital  of  Shanghai  First  Medical  College .  Chung  Shan 
Hospital's  president  and  vice  president  are  TS'UI  Chih-i  (19O6/OQ37/ 
9030)  and  HSICIIO  Ju-ch'eng  (3974/3067/2092),  respectively  (A-20  Apr  62). 
The  Shanghai  Tumor  Hospital  holds  spare -time  refresher  training  dasses 
for  young  nurses  (A-20  May  62).

Although  the  style  ^  medicine  practiced  at  these  hospitals  is 
primarily  Western,  steps  have  been  taken  toward  ocmbining  Western- 
style  and  Chinese  traditional  medical  practices.  The  inference  is 
drawn  from  information  that  Dr  SHEHO  Tan-ching  (4l4l/0030/9464),  a 
woman  obstetrician  and  gynecologist,  and  Dr  TS'AI  Sung-nlen  (9991/2646/ 
1628),  eye,  ear,  nowe,  and  throat  specialist,  were  amohg  five  Western- 
style  physicians  who  "recently"  completed  a  course  of  study  in  Chinese 
traditional  medicine  and  had  returned  to  their  respective  hoapltalB  to 
use  their  newly  aoq.uired  knowledge  under  the  guidance  of  experts.  All 
five  had  had  at  least  4  years*  experience  as  either  attending  physicians 
or  resident  physicians.  Dr  SBEHO  and  Dr  TS'AI  were  from  siibsidlary 
hospitals  of  Shanghai  First  Medical  College.  (A-23  Mar  62) 


The  teaching  staff  of  Shanc^l  First  Medical  College  and  its 
clinical  facilities  conduct  original  scientific  research  as  a  regular 
activity  (D-U  Jan  63)  (OFFICIAL  D5E  OELl}.

On  9-10  September  1962>  the  college  held  a  rapoi>ts  conference  to 
review  the  year's  research  achievements.  .Of  the  221  technical  papers 
which  were  read  and  discussed,  13  concerned  studies  on  agrochemical 
poising  and  antidotes  — ‘  research  projects  undertalcen  by  the  college's 
labor  ^giene  Teaching  and  Research  Section  of  the  Department  of  hygiene; 
and  the  Pbaxuacdutical  Ohemlstry,  Foundations  of  Hediclne,  and  Fhazinaoy 
Teaching  and  Research  Secti^s  of  the  Departneht  of  Pharmaceutics  . 
Blghteen  papers  were  on  hepatitis >  liver  carOinoma,  ahd  hepatic  elr^* 
rhosls  —  their  clinical  diagnosis,  treatment,  and 'pathogenls.  Other 
papers  Indicated  that  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  investigating 
the  life  of  Intermediate  host  snals  of  schistosomes,  the  toxic  effects 
of  tartar  emetic,  problems  of  malignant  tumors  and  cardiovascular 
diseases.  Some  members  of  the  faculty  liave  been  using  modern  scien¬ 
tific  methods  In  the  Investigation  of  Chinese  traditional  medicine  and 
had  results  to  report  at  the  conference.  For  example,  the  Biochemistry

In  February  of  this  year,  DTIC  provided  the  CIA  Declassification  Center  with  a  referral 
list  of  CIA  documents  held  in  the  DTIC  library.  This  referral  was  a  follow  on  to  the  list  of 
National  Intelligence  Surveys  provided  earlier  in  the  year. 

We  have  completed  a  declassification  review  of  the  “Non-NIS”  referral  list  and  include 
the  results  of  that  review  as  Enclosure  1 .  Of  the  220  documents  identified  in  our  declassification 
database,  only  three  are  classified.  These  three  are  in  the  Release  in  Part  category  and  may  be 
released  to  the  public  once  specified  portions  of  the  documents  are  removed.  Sanitization 
instructions  for  these  documents  are  included  with  Enclosure  1 . 

In  addition  to  the  documents  addressed  in  Enclosure  1,14  other  documents  were  unable 
to  be  identified.  DTIC  then  provided  the  CDC  with  hard  copies  of  these  documents  in  April  2004 
for  declassification  review.  The  results  of  this  review  are  provided  as  Enclosure  2.
